connection with the British name that our 
Legation people ieemed objectionable, if 
not positively offensive. The Minister drew 
formal attention to their presence, and 
received what he deemed an inadcquate 
explanation of apology. Sir Ernest in- 
stantly took the only course open to a 
Minister with any just sense of the «dignity 
of his Sovereign and his mission, and 
absented himself from the audience. This 
explanation of Sir Ernest Sarow's attitude, 
it may be remarked, is hardly sufficient. It 
is obvious that the Chinese Government 
had offended more deeply than by a mere 
indiscreet use of Chinese terms about 
1 “barbarian” nation. That this was 
so is practically proved by the letter 
published in another column from the 
Hankow correspondent of the North- 
China Daily News. Vhe writer of that 
letter gives a concise account of the massacre 
and of the attitude of the Chinese local 
officials before, duriug, and after the event.

By 
general raport. ha was exciediagly auti-forei -n, 
aad had once dismissed ona of bis subordinates 
for being fri nily with the missionaries, His 
second in comm nd was Ching Yao-k‘uai, who 
was stationed with his men on the Opposite side 
of tho river from the city, end was under the 
Tuny-ling’s orders on no account to leave his 
post. On the river itsalf wasa naval Tung-ling, 
named Chao Yu-tien with half-a dozen gunboats 
in cha: go.

By Mr. Dennys—Witness should say that 
the wall bagan to go out of plumb from the 
ground level. If the softening of the bricks 
aod mortar caused the wall to go ont of 
plumb, that softeniug must have taken place 
at the level of the ground. The wall was 
out of plumb when witness saw it on 19th 
July; Mr. Crisp had already noticed it, The 
recoustructed wall was out of plumb, but it had 
not beeu pulled down as a consequence. Iron 
tie-rods in ths wall had not prevented its going 
out of plumb outwards. 

By Mr. Looker—It was a fact that one of the 
tie-rods had been pall d clean throngh the wall; 
that tie-ro ! had probably been inserted when the 
wall was out of plumb. Witness did not know 
whether the northern wall on Lot 1,103 was 
now oat of plumb; it was out of plumb on 19th 
July. He would be surprised to hear that tho 
wall, which, so far as he knew, had not since 
been rebuilt. was plumbed two days ago and 
found to be all right. 

By Mr. Deunys—The gable walls of the two 
houses, Nos. 3U and 32, were 50 feat high and 
61 feet long.

Tho appearance presented by the Northern 
Pacific steamer Tacoma as she steored for her 
buoy in the. harbour pn arriving on Thuraday 
morning, from Victoria, British Columbia, bore | 
striking testimony to }he tempestuous weather | 
encountered during thd voyage. Tacoma was left 
behind on 4th October and Victoria on tha 5th, , 
the weather for the first few days of the trip | 
being splendid. ‘On the 11th it became very un- 
favourable, and althoggh on the day following | 
the gule that had sprung up modcrated appreci- 
ably, the 13th was ajdirty, disagreeable day. : 
The Tacoma was shipping seas continually, and ; 
about 2 a.m. she pooped a heavy one, the port ; 
door of the after wheel house being washed away. | 
A few minutes later she shipped a tremendous | 
yea abaf( the smoke stack on the port side. 
This unshipped and smashed the two after life. | 
boats, completely up-ending the large iron life- 
boat and laying it upside down acruss the | 
galley skylight, the after life-boat being lifted 
from the chocks and thrown against (he engine- 
room skylight. Thes¢ boats were subsequently 
thrown overboard, being dangerous to the other | 
deck fittings. This sda washed away the saloon | 
skylight, flooding the |saloon and all the state- | 
rooms. The ship was now in great danger | 
An officer, a quartermaster, and four sailors ;

ESTIMATE OF NaTIVE CHARACTER. 

Following the drift of human weakness, 
whereby men commonly become what the world 
ho'ds tiem to be. the spirit of trading became 
actnated only by paltry aims, and morality 
passed out of the reckoning. There had always 
been minds endowed f r large enterprisas, but 
they had been maiuly utilised to fiuauce public 
undertakings. and they seemed unwilling. even 
when opportunity prompted, to risk the chanees 
of foreign connections. Since sharp practice 
by certain foreigners accounted in part for the 
nuwillingness of reputable native houses to 
enter into the new relations, the field remained 
fo: tradesmen of the common class, typefied by 
Prof. Chamberlain, in Things Japanese, in 
these words :— 

“Peculiarly vague are bis ideas of such 
matters as punctuality, regard for truth, the 
keeping of a promises. He is a bad loser, even 
of the smallest sums, and will not con- 
sider it derogatory to get out of a contract, 
should the market go against him, while his 
deep-seated dis!rust cven of bis own compatriots 
results in plots and counter-plots, rent or 
suspected, between the promoters of almost 
ecery important enterprise. So far from 
practicing honesty for its own sake, he has not 
yet learned that honesty is, even from a selfish 
point of view, the best policy. His timidity ix 
another weak point, leading him to seck the 
aid of government in nearly every large under- 
taking, aid which hs not always been 
judiciously applied ; and bis professed eagerness 
for the introduction of foreign capital seems to 
be perverted in practice into opposition and 
obstruction.” 

These words are intended to have prexent 
applicability, as well as to fit earlier years 
They are reinforced by an example. in which o 
Mr. Kimura refused {o take delivery of 100) 
bales of yarn for which he had contracted with 
a foreign firm in Yokohama. Finding appeal 
fruitless to the Yarn Makers’ Guild, the foreigu 
firm sued and obtained judgment in accordance 
with the contract, the court ordering Mr. 
Kimura to pay. in addition to the stipulated 
price, insurance, interest, and godown rent, 
miuns YY days usually allowed pending delivery. 
Ata meeting of the Yokohama Guild shortly 
thereafter, the action of Mr. Kimura was fully 
endorsed, and the foreign firm was condemned 
to a boycott, in which dealers in Tokyo, Nagoya, 
and other important towns were to be asked to 
join. Representatives of the Tokyo Guild next 
visited the foreign firm to say that they were 
determined to settle the dispute, and uuless 
their arbitration were accepted, they would join 
the boycott. Advised by a Japanese lawyer 
that the law could afford them no protection 
agaiust boycott. or redress any wrong they 
might thereby suffer, tho foreigners were 
compelled to aceapt the offer of arbitration, and 
wore thereupon informed that Mr. Kimura would 
take delivery within UU days. the foreign firm to 
pay its own legal expen<e. Delivery was accepted 
at a price which left the foreign firm a loser by 
about 2.540 yen (£259), half of that sam consist 
ing of insurance, iuterest, and warehous: charyes.

It was 
common ground that the Ngs were the ultimate 
owners of the land; also that the Wongs had 
ben tenants. The Wongs claimed a perpetual 
lease ; the Ngs admitted that \hey were lessees, 
- but only for 30 years, and held that that lease 
: had expired in 1896. The appellant stated that 
the Wongs had substituted a forged perpetual 
' lease for the genuine 30 years’ lease which the 
i; Wongs suppressed. The Ng family bad been 
i endeavonring to get this expired lease from the 

Wongs for some years but had not succeeded in 
| doing so. - 

1 His Lordship~ What did the Land Court 
award 2? 

Mr. Sharp—The Land Court awarded the 
land to the Wongs. He went on to say that 
of land given to the Wongs was ap- 
proximately 18 to 20 acres. The Ngs got 
about 3 acres. The appellant claimed that the 
lease was forged. His Lordship would see from

have no chance at all, Therefore, he thought 
there should be a sum of money deposited for 
costs, ; Otherwise, for the man with money it 
would be “ Heads I win, tails you lose.” 


Mr. Sharp said he thought that the respond. 
ents would be the Wongs only. The appellant's 
case was that. they had perpetrated a fraud upon 
the Lund Court, and in the circumstances he 
(hought the appellant should not: be compelled 
to find security.

THE “ORLANDO” MEMORIAL. 

‘The officers and mon of the cruiser Orlando 
have raised enough funds to erect a m-morial 
to the memory of those wha died during the 
ship's recent co Aimisaion on the Chiou Station, 
and have been grauted a place in tte Victoria 
Park here, whére other memorials of a like 
nature are erected. The obelisk will be one of 
the p-ettiest and most novel. as it will be a bell 
tower of Oriental style, designed by Commander 
Edward F. B. Charlton, the late commander, 
and now of (‘e torpedo instruction vessel 
Virnon. When the Orlando's men assisted in 
the capture of the Taku Forts, at the mouth of 
the Peiho River, 17th Juue, 1999, they took a 
huge bell used by the Chinese at the fort. 

On a square base of Portland stone four 
columas of polished Aberdeen granite will 
support a curred roof, also of Portland stone. 
which is to be as ucarly like the roof of a 

Chinese paroda as it cin be made. The finial 
on the roof is|to be a stone representation of a 
Chinese mandariu's button. Hanging from the 
centre of a huge slab of stone under the roof 
wiil be the bull. It is 2ft. sin. high, very thick, 
and w-ighs oyer two hundredweight. Around 
the bell is naleaaseiption in Chinese characters, 
a translation of which is to be inscribed on a 
marble slab. | It is as follows, and is singularly 
uppropmate. 

+ Come pleasant weather and gentle rain, 
The Empire happy, at peace ag in.”

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KWANGSI REBELS IN KWEICHAU 


The N.-C. Duily News translates, the follow- 
ing from its Ch'angsha native correspondent’s 
letter :— 

News was received here the other day t at 
a large body of Kwangsi rebels had invaded 
Kweichan provi.cé and was besieging the city 
of Hsingyihsien. Immediately after this Gov- 
ernor Yii Lien-san of this city received a 
telegram from Governor Téng Hna-hs:, of 
Kweichau province, urging that as Hsingyi- 
Lsien, which was being besieged by Kwangsi 
rebels, is near the Kweichau-Hunan frontiers, 


| the authorities of the latter province should 


send aid to Kweichau and assist in raising 
the siege of Hsingyibsien and exterminating 
the invaders. Upon receipt of the despatch 
Gorernor Yi Lien-smm was just on the 
point of sending a strong force over the 
borders into Kweichau when another despatch 
from covernor Téng Hua-hsi arrived inform- 
ing him that Asingyihsien had succumbed to 
the assiults of the rebels who, flushed with 
by large bands of 
desperadoes and rowdies. The despatch also 
stated that the Kwangsi rebela, were sending out 
placards proclaiming that the object of their 
invasion of Kweichau was not to ravage thie 
province but merely to “ borrow a passage into 
Qsechuan, whither they (the rebels) were 
bound for the purpose of assisting the Boxers 
in that province.” . 
THE SYNDICAT DU YUNNAN. 
—— — —~-—---— 

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
above syndicate was held on the 26th September, 
M. Achille Adam presiding, to receive a state- 
ment concerning the concession recently granted 
{to the syndicate. 

The Chairman stated that the concess on 
granted to the syndicate th: right to exploit 
the mines in seven counties or districts of the 
province of Yunnan. This territory covered 


‘an immense extent, and comprised. copper, gold, 


silver, coal, iron. platinum, nickel, and tin 
miues, «s well as petroleum, precious stones 
and quicksilver. The intricate and dificult 
negotiations which had resnited in placing (bis 
valuable concession in their hands were con- 
ducted for more than 18 months by their able 
agent, M. Emile Rocher, formerly French 
Consul-General in China, The shareholders 
would, perhaps, permit him io convey on their 
behalf and on behalf of his colleagues and him- 
self their thanks to M. Rocher for the ability, 
patience, and tact shown, by him iu the negotia- 
lions, first with the Viceroy aud authorities at 
Yunnan, and afterwards in the still more 
the sanction of the 
Lmperial anthorities at Peking. M. Rocher 
stated that the number of mines which had 
been worked or were still working in the terri- 
tory formins part of the syndicate’ s. concession 
was 59, of which 27 were silver, 25 copper, 
6 goll, and 1 tio. Ye (the speaker) did 
not include in these figures the number of 
cron imines or the number of mineral out- 
crops which had been located, but which, 
sc far, had not bean worked owing to want 
of capital Ho might add that at Koutsiou 
the recognised outcrops extended for about 50 
miles upon which were now worked about 60 tin 
mines, es well a3 silver and copper. M. Rochor, 
referring to these in his report, said :—‘ One 
cannot help recognisng that the concession 
granted to the syndicate is, without possibility 
cf contradiction, the most advantageous 0 

the concessions which have 80 far heen granted 
in China” The net profits, which would be 
arrived at after provision had been made for 
certain charges and allowances, would be divided 
as follows:—10 per cent. to the Provincial 
Government, 23 per cent. to the Imperial 
Government, and 65 per cent. to the company.

The report of the Oriental Hotel, Ld., Koba 
for the year endei the 3lstcf Anguat last, shows 
a divisible balance, after writing off 17,000 yen 
for depreciation and deducting 3,500 yen paid 
in May as interim dividend, of 19442 yen. It 
is proposed to pay a final dividend of 3.50 yen 
on the ordinary shares, a dividend of § per cent, 
on the preference shares, and of 37.50 yen each 
on the founders’ shares, and place 6,030 yen 
lo reserve. 

There are {wo schemes for dealing with the 
unfortunate fonodry at Wakamatsu, Japan. 
Oue is that the Government shall keep it, 
making further necessary payments which will 
bring the totalin 1906, when it will begin to 
pay its way, up to 34 million yen; the other is 
to turn it over to a privats compeny, whereby 
the Government's loss would apparently be 
only some 263 million yen, but it would get 
nothing when the concern begun to pay. 

According to a Seoul telegram to the Asahi, 
the American Minister there bas reported to 
the Coresu Government on the negligence of 
the (rovernor of Unsan, in not fully protecting 
the American right to work the gold mines in 
that locality, and has demanded of Corea the 
dismissal of the Governor. It is understood 
that the jmining concession was originally 
bought by an American syndicate from the 
Corean Government for 300,000 yen and that 
tle syndicate has been paying Cores an annual 
raralty of 25,000 ven, regardless of the amount 
of profit realised from the mining. 

Mr. Waeber was received in audienoe by the 
Empcror of Corea on the 18th nit. HE. 
presented credentials as Special Envoy to the 
celebration of the 4th anniversary of the 
Emperor's accession. Mr. Waeber has since 
been seeking a conference with the Foreign 
Mivister. It is understood tbat he intends to 
ask the lease of a site at Masempo or sume- 
where near that port. It is also reported. that 
he will try to induce the Corean Government 
to effect a loan from the Russc-Chinese Bank. 
He will also urge the Government to ewploy 
Russians as advisers. No formal negotiations 
have yet been opened. 

In dealing with epidemics the Japanese aro 
certainly very thorough. The Vokshuns 
Municipal Assembly has adopted a proposal {o 
barn several blocks of houses, comprising in all
